>Cause is unknown. Unlike some of the stories I have read about here, there 
>was no noticable evidence of charring on this switch, even in the area of 
>the problem. There was, however, some evidence of earlier component 
>replacement in that area, so there may have been a short with excessive 
>heating of a contact and the insulation around it. Some contact cleaner 
>residue was seen, but I do not know if that contributed.

Having seen exactly this problem twice before, I have thought about it a 
bit. The design fault is that the B+ for the first RF stage is run through 
the switch (since the first stage is not active on the lowest bands) 
adjacent to the grid signal for the second stage. The leakage may result 
from two causes: 1. The screen bypass cap gets leaky, markedly increasing 
the screen current running through the switch, heating it up and 
carbonizing the phenolic. The burning of the screen decoupling resistor is 
a hint, here. 2. It's really crummy phenolic. There may simply be some 
leakage that develops due to e.g. water absorption, leading to heating 

etc. The B+ is something like 200 volts, and it is avidly searching for a 
path to gound. The way to stop it is to scrape. Similar switch leakage 
has been noted at least once in the tone switch as well.

Read the comments on BC-348N in digest #3588. Ditto on 

replacing the black caps. 100% in mine failed shorted or grossly 

leaky. I had to replace all except I haven't done the one buried inside 
the BFO can. One of these days. Ditto on the ungrounded negative 

supply line. The audio does not need to be messed with at all if the bias 
is working right and the output impedance is matched. I get room filling 
clean audio from an old Jensen speaker. 


Not so fast on the comment that replacing the dynamotor with a 

power supply will increase heating. I think it decreases heating. I 

don't have the right motor to check this, but I have a DM-53A in hand which 
about the same size. At full load, 220V at 80ma, it sucks 1.4 amps at 28 
volts. Power out minus power in equals 21.6 watts being dissipated as heat 
from the motor. Now take a 5Y3GT. The filament wastes 10 watts, and 


is 


the plate probably dissipates 5 watts, that being about half the tubes meltdown 
rating. So you get 21 watts from the motor versus 15 watts from a 

5Y3GT. QED, it will be cooler with a 5Y3GT. The tube only seems 

warmer since the heat is concentrated in a smaller area. 


The power supply I designed for mine is silicon and dissipates 
next to zero heat, the only warmth coming from a slight rise from the 
transformer cores. 


Interesting side note, the GE manual says that the voltage 
drop at 125ma is 50 volts across a 5Y3GT and 60 volts across a 5Y3G or 
5Y3GA. Time to swap out to the GT version.

Well, for rosin-core flux, the traditional removers include Freon-TF and 
Triclorethylene, which are very strongly regulated chemicals now. 
That's why so many old PC board manufacturing facilities are now 
hazardous waste sites, they have big Triclorethylene plumes flowing into 
the ground water. I worked next to one such building, it was shuttered, 


with a dozen monitoring wells... 


Commercial PC board soldering is now done with liquid fluxes that can be 
washed off with detergent/water solutions. But it's hard to get solder 
with that cored into it, moreover I think these fluxes remain active 
after use, and MUST be washed off. Nice thing about rosin is that it's 
only active (corrosive) when hot. 


So, you need strong chlorinated solvents...
